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Note to Parents and Ceachers 


The Practice Workbook of Spelling, Grade 4, is a carefully constructed and 
fully tested part of the language arts program. The teaching techniques are based 
on classroom experience, suggestions from many teachers, and the advice and 
counsel of educators prominent in the field. Although a thoroughly tested pro- 
gram for handling each lesson of a unit is here suggested, it may well be modi- 
fied to meet the needs of individual children. 


A. (First Day) Meeting New Words 


Ask the child to look at the picture carefully. Read the story with him. 
Pronounce the words in the New List (including the review words), let- 
ting the child pronounce them after you. Help the child find the New List 
words in the story. Always guide the child through any directions. 


B. (Second Day) Using My Words 


Concentrate on word meanings. See that the child understands all of the 
directions. Have him follow each exercise through and then check his 
work. Encourage good form. 


C. (Third Day) My Trial Test 


Have the child take the trial test. Dictate very distinctly, using the word in 
a short sentence if it will help to identify the word. Check for errors, if 
any. Have the child write the misspelled words correctly in the Trouble 


Kit. 
D. (Fourth Day) Learning About Words 


This lesson provides for concentration on special difficulties and for a 
broader understanding of the meaning and use of the words. Emphasis 
should be put on sureness by having every word checked after it is writ- 
ten. Give special help with words in the Trouble Kit. 


E. (Fifth Day) What Have I Learned? 


Give the final test for the unit. As always, dictate the words very carefully. 
Supervise the writing and assist in checking the words and recording the 
scores. See that any misspelled word is recorded.

All the letters ‘that are not vowels are 
consonants. 


The letters w and y are usually conso- 
nants. But sometimes these two letters 
are used as vowels. In such words as few 
and how the w is a vowel. In such words 
as try and funny the y takes the place of 
a vowel i and is therefore a vowel. 


2. Each vowel has several different sounds. 
A vowel that says its own name is called 
a long vowel. See how each long vowel 
is marked:

Using the Dictionary 


You will need to use the dictionary often 
as you go on in your work in school. 


Here are some points about the dictionary 
which may help you to use it easily. 


1. The dictionary can be divided into quar- 
ters. You will have these letters in the 
four parts: 


1. abcd 3. mnopqr 
2. efghijkl 4, stuvwxyz 


2. At the top of each dictionary page you 
should find two words. These words are 
called guide words. The word at the left 
names the first word on the page. The 
word at the right names the last word. 


3. Say: fun, funny, funnier. You can say 


fun with just one voice sound. But funny 
takes two voice sounds and funnier takes 
three. 


Any part of a word that you can say with 
just one sound is call a syllable. 


A dictionary divides each word into 
syllables in order to help you to pronounce 
the word. 


In each word of more than one syllable 
you will find a mark like this: ’. This is 
an accent mark. It tells which syllable 
should be said the hardest. See: fun, 
fun’ny, fun’ni-er. A word which has only 
one syllable does not need an accent mark.
